erhaps you're an office worker, or a driver, a 
Pp operator — you're a person who spends a 

good portion of each day sitting. So why does 
your back ache? The fact is, most back trouble is 
caused by poor posture and weak muscles — two con- 
ditions common to people who sit. You can take care 
of your back, and keep it fit, by using good posture 
and building strength and flexibility---while you sit. 


Good Sitting Posture 

Your back has three curves--cervical (neck), thoracic 
(chest), and lumbar (lower back). All three curves 
should be aligned to keep your back in balance. Often, 
we slouch in our chairs or bend forward over our 
work which throws these curves out of balance. Try 
the following tips to support and balance your back. 
Then, move our seat as close to your work as possible 
to keep from bending forward. Finally, angle your 
work (or VDT screen) so you can look straight ahead 
rather than looking down. 
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Strong, Flexible Muscles 

The following exercises help build 
strong, flexible muscles to support 
your back. They also help relieve ten- 
sion that can occur when you sit in one 
position for a long time. Each exercise 
takes only a few minutes, and can be 
done while you sit. Try a few and feel 
the difference! (Note: Be sure your 
chair is stable before beginning these 
exercises and stop if you feel any dis- 
comfort.) 


Sit Back and Relax 

Once you learn how to care for your 
back while you sit, you can sit back 
and relax, knowing that you're keeping 
your back healthy and strong. Sitting 
doesn’t have to be a pain in the back if 
you keep fit while you sit. b

ART employees help increase efficiency 

and reduce costs by presenting their 

ideas for improving BART to the 
Employee Suggestion Program. They are duly 
rewarded for their proposals. Here are recent 
awardees and their ideas: 


James Cattran 
Maintenantce Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


The electrical harness clamp had to be removed to change the 
axles on the C-Car, which was time consuming. James Cattran 
suggested modifying the clamp by removing a small portion 
from the bracket to gain access to the axle mounting. This 
allowed adequate clearance for tools and reduced the time 
required to change-out the axle. This idea was determined to 
save the District approximately $9,000 over a five-year period, 
earning James an efficiency savings award of $926.53. 


James Meadow 

Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 

A potential for injury existed when electrical cords unplugged 
from a car cleaner's vehicle were allowed to lie on the ground. It 
was still plugged into the fence outlet, and the open end could 
lie in or near a potentially unsafe area, such as water puddles. 
James Meadow suggested that ground fault interrupters be 
installed in charging areas for all maintenance yards. This idea 
earned James a safety award of $150.00. 


Marshall Bradley & Roy Dieterich 
Maintenance Workers III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


The electrical repair shop had two chart recorders to record sim- 
ulator testing for the C-1 Car logic, one for propulsion logic and 
the other for friction brake logic. For one chart recorder to 
record the other, it had to be rewired to that simulator. Marshall 
and Roy suggested using a box to switch chart recording 
between the two logics and allow one chart recorder to do both 
tests. This made testing easier and faster because there was no 
rewiring. Their idea was evaluated to save the District approxi- 
mately $9,000 over a five-year period, earning Marshall and Roy 
each a cost savings award of $924.00. 


Marshall Bradley 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


When printed circuit boards burned out they were removed 
from supply. Marshall Bradley saw purpose in finding a way to 
reuse the boards. He suggested testing the fail-safe gates and 
returning good boards to supply. Over 60 percent of the boards 
were identified as useable, savings the District approximately 
$3,000. Marshall received a cost savings award of $875.00. 


Fred Simon 
Maintenance Worker III, Maintenance & Engineering: 


Hoses and connectors from hydraulic pumps to the rams were 
exposed from the hand-operated start switches, creating a 
potential danger should a rupture developed from oil pressure. 
Fred suggested installing a removal box cover to minimize the 
chance for injury. His idea was adopted, earning Fred a safety 
award of $150.00. 


Kenneth Nickless 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops 


Worn bores on motor/alternator bearing cartridges meant they 
had to be scrapped or repaired by an outside vendor. This 
caused an enlargement in the bore and allowed the bearing to 
spin. Kenneth recommended changing the specifications for the 
new and old bearing cartridges by plating the old cartridge. He 
devised a method to plate the old cartridge to the new specifica- 
tions, in house, eliminating the need for repair by outside ven- 
dors. His idea to recondition cartridges in-house was imple- 
mented, saving the District approximately $25,000 over a 
five-year period. Ken received a cost savings award of $6,315.04. 


Daniel Monahan 

Inspector, Rolling Stock & Shops: 

The A/C compressor oil level was inspected using a mirror and 
flashlight, which often impaired accuracy. Daniel suggested 
drilling a hole in the unit housing, horizontally from the A/C 
compressor oil inspection sight glass, to provide a more accurate 
reading. Daniel received a customer service award of $150.00. 


Frank Zichichi 
Maintenance Worker III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Frank Zichichi, who retired in December 1997 after 25 years 
with BART, recently received two awards for his ideas. Frank 
suggested installing moisture filters to solve a problem with 
rusting in the windshield wiper motor assembly and air horn 
valves. The filter prevented moisture or rust from fouling pneu- 
matic components and creating other probiems. The filter also 
reduced out-of-service car count. This idea was evaluated to 
save the District approximately $20,000 over a five-year period, 
earning Frank an efficiency savings award of $2,003.57. To 
reduce the amount of time needed for end door maintenance 
and replacing cables, Frank suggested removing the car number 
plate and drilling a hole at the center line of the car to provide 
quicker and easier access to the area for cable replacement. This 
reduced an eight-hour job by four to five hours, and helped in 
maintaining door rails and bearings. Frank received an efficien- 
cy savings award of $1,255.30. 


Eric Jorgensen & Nelson Hernandez 
Maintenance Workers III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


To help make the job of traction motor stoning safer, Eric and 
Nelson suggested using jacks to evenly lift the transit vehicle, 
raising both sides of the car at the same time. They shared a 
safety award of $150.00. 


Calvin Tanner & Daryl Young 
Maintenance Workers III, Rolling Stock & Shops: 


Changing motor alternator brackets required the alternator to be 
completely removed. Calvin and Daryl suggested a way to drop 
the motor alternator set three inches from the bracket without 
having to disconnect the A/C lines. This allowed the brackets to 
be changed without having to remove the alternator, thereby 
saving approximately 32 hours per car. Their idea was evaluated 
to save the District approximately $45,000 over a five-year peri- 
od. Calvin and Daryl shared an efficiency savings award of 
$4,573.03. 
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Will Virtual Reality Come To BART? 


magine learning how to operate a train, or deal with a crisis 
situation while operating a train, wearing the goggles of vir- 
tual reality. It could happen. 

In a first-time program between BART, higher education and 
technology developers, BART new train operators — and those 
in re-training — will be able to simulate "on the job" train opera- 
tion via computer models and virtual reality. 

These are among the technologies BART expects to develop 
in partnership with Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory 
and the Chabot-Las Positas Community College District. The 
three entities signed a Memorandum of Understanding on 
February 20 to identify needs, develop technologies and secure 
additional funding to implement new programs. The whole idea 
is to use existing and emerging technologies to improve the way

BART trains its train operators. The program is expected to be a 
model for other transit agencies throughout the United States. 

"This will radically change our train operator certification 
program,” said Rebecca McCord, Manager, Operations Training 
and Development. No more late-night training sessions in BART 
cars. "Now trainees will be able to simulate train operations on a 
computer model, or use virtual reality to experience what it's like 
to operate a train, especially under emergency conditions,” she 
says. "With our current program, it's difficult to test what an 
operator would do in a crisis situation; the technology will let us 
test the full realm of possibilities.” 

To begin, the college district is conducting a gap analysis. 
"This involves finding the 'gap' between what a first-year opera- 
tor knows and the knowledge of someone with 20 years of expe- 
rience," says Rebecca. "What curricula do we need to develop to 
close that gap?” Finding the answers will "shorten the training 
time and increase the competency rates, as well as reduce the 
cost," she said. A full training needs analysis will also be con- 
ducted. 

"Then we'll go to Lawrence Livermore to match competen- 
cies to technologies that work," says Rebecca. "We'll develop new 
programs to meet our training needs." Her goal is to develop an 
on-site learning center where BART trainees and employees can 
get access to the tools they need to learn their jobs and/or 
update their skills. "I believe that in two to three years, we will 
see a full-blown simulator at BART,” she states. 

Part of the partnership with education and technology is 
using the resources of Congresswoman Ellen Tauscher, who was 
on hand for the Memorandum of Understanding signing cere- 
mony. "We know we will need to identify sources of funds to 
really make this happen,” says Rebecca. "Having a Congressional 
representative in the ‘back yard’ of Las Positas, Lawrence 
Livermore and BART certainly helps." b
